Firstly, Applicant's request to withdraw the final rejection as premature was considered, but it is maintained that the final rejection was 
necessitated by amendment, and is proper. The new grounds of rejection based upon Kupiec ('920) was necessitated by the amendment 
to expressly include the feature of "wherein the search predicates correspond to logical operators" of independent claims 1 and 22. 
Applicant is incorrect, or at least is misreading the final rejection, to say that Kupic ('920) is acknowledged not to disclose the limitation of 
logical operators. To the contrary, Page 4 of the final rejection says that the feature omitted by Kupiec ('920) is "natural language", but 
Kupiec ('920) is stated to, and does indeed, disclose logical operators for search predicates as stated in the final rejection on Page 3. 

Secondly, Applicant's argument that Kupiec ('920) fails to disclose "at least two different types of search predicates" for independent 
claims 1 and 22, as now amended, similarly does not distinguish over Kupiec ('920). The Table between Column 6, Line 59 and Column 
7, Line 49 of Kupiec ('920) clearly shows "at least two different types of search predicates", wherein the search predicates correspond to 
logical operators. Here, Kupiec ('920) discloses logical operators for search predicates including those representing a strict ordering of 
terms within a proximity of p intervening words, a proximity of p intervening search terms without strict ordering, an "AND" Boolean logical 
operator, an "OR" Boolean logical operator, and a "NOT" Boolean logical operator. Thus, Kupiec ('920) discloses at least two different 
types of search predicates corresponding to logical operators. 
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
